Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Examiner is in agreement with the reasons for allowance outlined in 

Applicant's response and declaration filed 9/8/09. To summarize, White (DE 2357970) 
is directed to a process of fermentation or type of fermentation and not a matter of 
maturing wine after fermentation as now set forth in the instant claims, said maturation 
occurs in a closed container having the permeability conditions as claimed as well as a 
structure that is self-supporting and wherein maturation occurs in a manner that is 
equivalent to oak cask maturation. It would not have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have modified White to include a 
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maturation step after fermentation since White is directed at speeding up only a 
fermentation step in a container that has a permeability far too high to achieve the slow 
maturation comparable with that achieved in oak barrels.
